HE Port has granted Leave to the 
Algerine Deputics who are arrived at 
Smyrna, to come hither to treat about 
the renewal of Peace with Count Coliers 
Ambaffadour of the States general here. Sig. 
Emo, the new Bailo fromthe Republick of Venice, 
arrived here the 19th Inftant to fucceed the Cheva- 
lrer Ruzzini that Republick’s Ambaffadour, who is 
to have his Audieace of Leave on the 3d of next 
Moath. Celebi Mehemet Effendi, whe was the 
Second Plenipotentiary of the Port at the Treaty of 
Paffarqwitz, is appornted to go Ambaffadour to 
France, and will ra out with allconvenient Expedi- 
tion accompanied by one of the French Ambaffa- 
dour’s chicf Interpreters. Great Preparations are 
making for the Ceremony of the young Sultan’s 
Circumcifion, whith is to be performed onthe 17th 
of next Month, The 26th Inftant a Fire broke out 
sin a Mofque. which was entirely burnt down, and 
feveral Houfes about it. 
Warfaw, Sept. 19. The Palatine of Mazovia, 
whos rerurned from his Embdffy at Petersburg, 
ferms very we!l (atisficd with the Civiligies he re. 
ceived during his Stay at that Place, the Czar 
having allowed bim 24000 Polifh Florins a Month 
for his own Table, and that of his Retinue. On 
the 13th Ioftant, this Palatine made a Vifit to Prince 
Dolhoroucki, the Mufeovite Ambaffadour, and 
_ de'ivered fome Letters to him, which he had receiv- 
ed from the Caar. The faid Palatine had this Day 
a long Audience of the King, but it is ftrongly re- 
ported, that what he negociated in his Embafly 
will be made publick only in the Great Diet ap- 
to be held on the 1ft of next in 


rder to which, the great Mall jof the Senators 
is getting ready, ae jqalfo that of the Deputies, who 
are coming from tHeir Palatinates and Diftri&ts, 
where (everal Petty Diets that had been broken up, 
have been re-2itmbled and brought to a happy 
Conclufion.

London, O&tober 4. 
Yefterday artived a Mail from Holland. __ 
Rome, Sept. 21. Qn Monday the 14th Ioftant 
the Pope held a Confiftory, in which he performed 
the Ceremony of fhutting and opening the Mouthe 
of the Cardinals Althan and Salerne, Laft Wed- 
nefday feme armed Perfons who were in a Coach 
belonging to Casdinal Althan, ftopped without this 
City the Poft-Boy who was bringing the Lettces 
from Milan ; they opened his Mail, took out the 
Packets, and brought them tothe Houfe of Cardi- 
nal Althan, who fent them to the Poft-Office 
without theit being perfumed. The Poft Boy en- 
tring the City without bis Mail,which was left open- 
ed in the Fie ds, and without his Letters, was im- 
mediately feized ; but he excufed himfelf by al- 
ledging be had been forced fo to do, and that be- 
fides he was obliged to obey the Minifters of the 
Emperour. ‘Tie not yet known what may be the 
Confequences of this Affair, but Cardinal Althan 
having fent Yefterday one of his Officers to his Ho- 
linefsto defire an Audience, it was refuled ; where- 
upon he immediately difpatched an Exprefs to Vi- 
enna. 
_ Venice, Sept. 27. Sig. Vincenti being recalled 
from Naples where he was Refident from this Re- 
the Senate has appointed his Brother Sig.
